Ernie Mountain, Hayward Paint- 
ers 1178, declared that labor should 
not be surprised at the antics of 
the Hayward officials. “What else 
can we expect,” he said, “when la- 
bor fails to get out and vote.” 

The argument of the Hayward 
officials is that for safety’s sake 
the Government does not wish to 
have residences near airport run- 
ways.

ments by using Congressman 
Allen’s law office as a means of 
routing money through a labyrinth 
of phony channels, now faces an- 
other indictment. 


This time it’s a charge of acting 
as an agent in: the Chinese Red 
ransom racket that faces Allen’s 
friend and client Chin Bok Hing. 

Chin and George Chew and Louis 
W. Fhong were indicted by a Fed- 
bral Grand Jury on this charge, 
Wednesday of last week, June 4. 

The S. F. Chronicle, in reporting 
the return of the indictments, stated 
that Assistant U. S. Attorney Rob- 
ert J. Drewes, who presented the 
case to the Grand Jury, said the 
men took a fee of-3 per cent of the 
funds they collected from China- 
town residents to forward to rela- 
tives in China. 

Drewes said the defendants—act- 
ing not as conspirators but as com- 
petitors—deposited the funds in 
banks here to the credit of agents 
in Hong Kong, who in turn made 
credit transfers to agents inside 
Red China, profiting on the cur- 
rency exchange involved. 

The Chinese recipients then paid 
the Chinese Red government, giv- 
ing it access to American funds 
to purchase war material or, ac- 
cording to Drewes, to “finance 
espionage activities in this country.” 


Licensed credit transfers to in- 
dividuals in Red China must be 
made through a domestic bank with 
a credit “block account” in favor of 
a bank in China. Such accounts 
are at present frozen and cannot 
be made available to the Red Chi- 
nese government. 


Chin's trial on the earlier charge 
of evading $133,967 income tax in 
1945 is before a jury in Federal 
Judge George B. Harris’ court. Dur- 
ing this trial the records of Chin’s 
dealings were brought from Allen’s 
law office under subpoena despite 
vigorous protest that “confidential 
relations” between lawyer and cli- 
ent were being bared to the public 
gaze. 

Liston Allen, the Congressman’s 
law partner, was put on the witness 
stand to explain the transactions 
that Chin had been carrying on 
through Allen’s office. 


When Liston Allen was asked 
about some of the details of the 
intricate financial flow of Chin’s 
money through the Allen law office, 
Liston explained: 

“I don’t know. I just followed 
the system that had been set up 
by my brother John before I be- 
came his partner in 1942.” 


Brother John is of course Con- 
gressman John J. Allen, Jr. 


Carpenter Lauds Unflinching Support 
Given Strike by Both AFL Councils 


arpenters in all 42 counties of 
Northern California were returning 
to work this week following the an- 
nouncement of International Rep- 
resentative Joseph Cambiano, June 
6, that the issues at stake had been 
settled. 

The dispute in the Bay Area had 
previously been settled, the strikers 
winning an increase of 15 cents an 
hour, bringing their pay to $2.60 
per ‘hour, and, most important of 
all, a 7%4-cent hourly welfare fund 
to be paid by the employers. 

The terms of settlement in the 
other northern counties were simi- 
lar, except that the men in the 
other counties will get an additional 
6 cents an hour beginning in Febru- 
ary of next year. This additional 
6 cents is to eliminate a differential 
that has existed between pay in 
the two areas. 

Lon Vannier, Carpenters 36, told 
the Central Labor Council that his 
experience as a picket captain for 
five weeks convinced him that the 
support the Building Trades Coun- 


| cil and the Central Labor Council 


unions gave the carpenters was one 
hundred per cent. 


Vannier told of warning one 
young man who was laying the 
foundations of his own house that 


he should get a “FAIR” sign 
AFL craftsmen would work on the 
job. Vannier told the young 


so, 


he’d bring the sign to him next 
morning. 

“An emergency elsewhere kept 
me from arriving on time,” said 
Vannier,” and I didn’t get there 
until 11 a. m. And there were two 
AFL ‘steel men who had refused to 
go to work until that sign was put 
up. That was the spirit shown 
throughout.” 

Vannier especially thanked CLC 
Secretary Robert S. Ash and At- 
torney Joe Smith for assistance in 
preparing the claims of hundreds of 
carpenters for unemployment insur- 
ance. 

In Sacramento, said Vanmier, the 
ruling was made that jobs held be- 
fore the strike were “permanent,” 
and jobs held on fair jobs during 
the strike were “temporary.” 

“Who ever heard of a carpenter 
having a permanent job?” de- 
manded Vannier, as the delegates 
laughed appreciatively.

LABOR VOTERS’ CANVASS | AGC Backtracks 


As one woman was going to the polls last week to vote for 
the candidates endorsed by the AFL, she overtook another 
woman, a neighbor, wife of a workingman, also going to the 
polls. They fell to talking, and the AFL voter soon learned two 
things about her neighbor: 

1. She was registered as a Republican. 

2. She was so ill informed on matters political that she 
thought the California June primary in which she was about to 
vote was the general election in which a President would be 
chosen; and apparently the only candidate in either party she’d 
ever heard of was Eisenhower. 

The AFL woman thought to herself: 

“Such complete haziness in the mind of this neighbor of mine, 
wife of the workingman, is my fault, not hers. I and other labor 
people should have been visiting her during the campaign and 
letting her know what the score is.” 

If you were interested enough to read the primary election 
returns, you doubtless would assume that the workingman’s 
wife who registered Republican and who thought the primary 
election was the general one had a lot of equally ill informed 
sisters who voted last week. 

If she'd been registered as a Democrat. we gather from the 
returns that she'd have cast her ballot for that sterling Democrat, 
that eminent New-Fair Dealer, that valiant supporter of Presi- 
dent Truman's labor policies, Mr. William K. Knowland! 

Elmo Roper the noted political pollster cast a lot of light on 
these matters in an article appearing in the S. F. Call Bulletin 
the day before Mr. Knowland was so triumphantly inducted 
into the Democratic-Fair Deal Party. 

Roper reports that his pollsters put this question up to national 

cross-section of union members: 
\ “Have you ever received from the union any literature about 
candidates for public office or ever had anyone from the union 
call at your home to talk to you about voting for candidates for 
public office?” 

The replies showed that 70 per cent had received no political 
literature from their union, had received no calls at their home 
from precinct workers for their union; 28 per cent had received 
some union political literature; and 2 per cent—count ‘em!— 
had received personal calls from precinct workers for the union! 

Elmo Roper telds the exact truth when he concludes: 

“America has yet to see what a thoroughly effective canvass- 
ing job of labor by the unions actually can produce politically.” 

And, brothers and sisters, Alameda Couniy has yet to see it, 
too! 


ASSOCIATED FARMERS 


The California Farmer, publication always faithfully reflect- 
ing the viewpoint of the Associated Farmers, announced in its 
May 17 issue: 

“Farmers of this region are flexing their muscles for a show- 
down fight with Washington officials who want to cram labor 
unionism down their throats.” 

The California Farmer reports in shocked tones that Secre- 
tary of Labor Tobin, ‘‘a sort of errand boy for the union labor 
leaders,” some time ago appointed a committee of labor people 
to make recommendations concerning the treatment of workers 
for hire in the agricultural industry. 

Says the California Farmer: 

“This labor advisory committee, which Tobin created, has 
made some recommendations which to thoughtful farmers re- 
veal a plot to unionize all farming. 

“The report is directed particularly against the Mexican 
Nationals which are brought in under contract to help with 
seasonal work and are returned home when they have finished. 

“The report makes the impractical suggestion that Tobin's 
office hold a public hearing to determine the need when farm- 
ers ask for help. Ripe crops will not stand still for any such 
time-consuming stunt. 

“Also the report demands ‘the right to be represented in their 
dealings with employers by a genuine trade union.’ This would 
be compulsory unionism forced on farms, and open the door to 
union bossism of all farming.” 

Evidently the California Farmer feels that when a committee 
of labor people advise the Secretary of Labor they should 
recommend that the Bank of America, or the Association Farm- 
ers, or the California Farmer itself, represent the laborers on 
farms. 

The U. S. Department of Agriculture keeps very close touch 
with the state and size of all crops. This is done with the co- 
operation of many hundreds of voluntary crop reporters through- 
out the nation. The size of the pig crop, the hay crop, the cotton 
crop, and all the rest, is watched and reported with the utmost 
care. 

Similarly, some real hearings, well in advance of the crop 
being ripe, are needed. to bring out the real facts concerning 
the need for labor and to puncture the exaggerated claims of 


the Associated Farmers and the California Farmer magazine. 


There is no “plot to unionize all farming” in California, There 
is instead an open, public, persistent campaign to unionize the 
operations of the huge corporation farms of California owned 
by members of the Associated Farmers. This open campaign 
is carried on by the AFL National Farm Laborers Union and 
by allied unions of the AFL. 

It is the constant effort of the Associated Farmers and the 
California Farmer magazine to flood the state with too large 
a supply of farm labor. so that there will be competition for jobs, 
and so unionism won't get a foothold. 

The Associated Farmers and the California Farmer try to 
exercise ‘complete control of the agricultural branch of the Uni- 
versity of California, and have turned many representatives of 
that branch into mere stooges to break down not only farm 
unionism, but all unionism, and to stifle all free discussion of 
these issues. 

This last outburst of the California Farmer is just typical 
Associated Farmer diatribe. 
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On Steamfitters’ 
Health Plan Pact 


By JIM MARTIN 


You may have heard the remark, 
“History repeats itself,” many times. 


Included in the 1950 negotiations 
with the Associated General Con- 
tractors, Inc., the agreement pro- 
vided certain travel allowances and 
as you know this union had to take 
economic action plus expensive 
court litigation to convince certain 
contractors that they were to live 
up to the terms of the collective 
bargaining aereemen to which they 
were sienatory. 

The 1951 negotiations with the 
AGC included a Health and Wel- 
fare Plan wnrovidinge 7% cents per 
hour contribution by the employer 
to be held in escrow vending ap- 
proval bv the Construction Industry 
Stabilization Roard. 


A vetition signed by the AGC and 
Local 342 was submitted to the 
board reanesting it to approve Au- 
gust 15, 1951, as the effective date 
of collection of monies then being 
held in escrow. 

April 25, 1952, the Construction 
Industry Stabilization Commission 
of the Wace Stabilization Board 
issued a directive approving our 
petition for a health and welfare 
vlan, covering members of Vocal 
342 in Alameda and Contra Costa 
Counties. 


This decision did not contain the 
Aveust 15, 1951, date for the monies 
held in escrow but authorized col- 
lections of monies on and after the 
full payroll period beginning on or 
after April 4, 1952. 

During the veriod of August 15, 
1951, to April 25, 1952, both the con- 
tractors and Local 242 apnointed a 
board of trustees. This joint board 
of trustees negotiated a trust agree- 
ment and a health and welfare plan 
which were ratified and signed by 
both labor and management. They 
also rented an office, purchased the 
necessary office furniture and sup- 
plies for the administration of the 
plan. 

Upon receipt of the April 25, 1952, 
board’s decision, this writer as co- 
chairman of the board of trustees 
contacted the emplover chairman 
of said board. The CISC decision 
of Avril 25, 1952, was discussed. A 
telegram was forwarded to the 
board asking it to review our case 
and to approve the August 15, 1951, 
date as an escrow reserve is neces- 
sary for the health and walfare 
plan. 

In asking the board again to ap- 
prove the August 15, 1951, date we 
were asking only to what the em- 
ployers had agreed prior in our 
collective bargaining agreement 
and the petition as submitted to the 
board. 


On May 23, 1952, the board issued 
a new decision superseding the 
April 25, 1952, decision authorizing 
the monies being held in escrow to 
be used. 


However, the contractors have 
protested to the board this latest 
decision, giving various reasons 
would create a hardship 
upon these contractors (meaning 


dollars and cents). 


June 4, 1952, the employers re- 
quested a meeting with Local 342’s 
committee. At this meeting they re- 
quested that this union go along 
with the April decision and if we 
would not agree they would not pay 
any monies into this fund even 
after April. 

At this writing we have a collec- 
tive bargaining agreement, which 
provides for a health and welfare 
plan, a trust agreement, which pro- 
vides for administration of the New 
York Life, Health and Welfare 
Plan, which is. sealed, signed and 


delivered, effective date of plan 
June 1, 1952, also an office and all 
necessary equipment to operate 
same. 


However, we still need the monies 
the employers agreed to pay. (So, 
one can readily see that this creates 
a hardship upon the employer.) 

At this time it looks like we are 
going to have to resort to either 
court action or other means to col- 
lect monies due our people. It is 
hard to convince some employers 
that labor expects them to live up 
to their collective bargaining obliga- 
tions, so I say again, “History re- 
peats itself.”

WHEN THE STATE GOVERN- 
MENT wants to build a bridge or a 
highway it can tell any private 
citizen to move his fome or his 
store or whatever else is blocking 
the sacred “right of way.” This is 
known as “condemning” and while 
the man who has to move is paid 
for his property, he is paid only a 
reasonable amount, often not what 
it is really worth to him. 


When it comes té6 a virgin forest 
which the state wants and needs 
for a public park, it seems to be 
something else again. 


For many years now the state, 
together with a number of public- 
spirited citizens, has been trying to 
raise the sum to ransom the beauti- 
ful and unique Butano Forest in 
San Mateo County from the depre- 
dations of the’ Pacific Lumber 
Company. 


This forest is one of the few re- 
maining stands of virgin redwoods. 
This state, with its ever-increasing 
population, needs this forest for a 
recreation area. 


Moreover, all decent-minded citi- 
zens want to preserve for posterity 
these ancient and irreplacible mon- 
archs of the forest. 


For many years this land was 
assessed, for taxation purposes, at 
$40 an acre. Now that the state 
wants to buy it, however, the lum- 
ber company says it must have 
$1150 an acre, considerably more 
than a thousand dollars an acre 
more than the assessed value. 

The state has some money avail- 
able, but all they can scrape up, 
together with some generous pri- 
vate donations, falls $600,000 short 
of the price this greedy company 
insists on getting. 


Recently the Palo Alto Woman’s 
club planned a benefit tour to help 
raise funds for this purpose. When 
the committee found how much it 
would have to praise it gave up and 
canceled the tour, 

“It seems futile to try to raise 
$600,000 by private subscription,” 
said Mrs. Bernhard F. Jakobsen, 
chairman of the tour committee. 
“The announcement of this price is 
a heavy blow to all who had hoped 
to obtain this area as a state park.” 


Meantime the lumber company 
stands with ax upraised announc- 
ing this exorbitant price, and say- 
ing they’ll cut unless it is met. 

Whatever uses the system of pri- 
vate enterprise may have, surely 
one of them is not to destroy a 
property that should belong to the 
people and give pleasure to them 
for generations to come. 

It seems inconceivable that we 
will stand by and let the base greed 
of a few men do us this irreparable 
damage. 

If enough of us cared enough— 
well, it would be a different story. 
Meantime the Pacific Lumber Com- 
pany is busy sharpening its axes.
